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Book Review 


For the next few months, when you go metal 
detecting you will want to take a hammer 
and chisel with you to remove your finds 
from the frozen ground. Your time may be 
better spent learning about Utah's history, 
and researching, and mapping out areas to 
go next summer. 


With that in mind, | have a few good books 
fe —e* i that should be of interest to any Utah 
es dleBoat, a*Railroad and the ' treasure hunter. 





My first recommendation ts Tale of the 
Lucin, by David Peterson. Mr. Peterson 
lives in California. He worked as a 
fisherman, and boat repairman. He knew of 
an old boat called the Lucin. He learned that 
it was one of the boats used to build the 
Lucin Cutoff for the Southern Pacific 
railroad across the Great Salt Lake 
beginning in 1902. 





About a fourth of the book is dedicated to the history of the Great Salt Lake. including 
many good pictures of Saltair and other resorts on the lake (also a map showing their 
locations. ) 


The biggest part of the book describes the trials and tribulations of the crews that built the 
wooden trestle from Promontory Point to Lakeside, and the earthen grade from 
Promontory Point to Little Mountain. One page describes the periodic salvage errands, 
when they took the Lucin to the shore of Antelope Island to gather up and tow back the 
redwood timbers that had escaped and floated away from the pile drivers. Other pages 
describe the uncertain subsoil under the earthen grade--how it could suddenly give way, 
plunging entire trains under the saltwater. 


The last two chapters tell how the Lucin was used after it returned to California, and the 
histories of the other boats that worked on the Lucin Cutoff. 


Several years ago, Rich and I found the remains of a town on the west side of the 
Promontory Mountains. We guessed that it was either a military camp, or a mining town. 
When I read Tale of the Lucin, 1 knew that it was the town of Little Valley, with a 
population of over 1300. It was built for the workers who built the earthen causeway, 
which replaced the wooden trestle in the 1950's.

All that is left of Little Valley now are the cement foundations. Most of the time you 
can't even get to it because a locked gate blocks the road. Still it is worth the drive to see 
the spectacular view from Promontory Point. 


To get there, take the road past Corrine. At Corinne, make sure you have enough gas for 
the next few hours. Follow the signs toward the Golden Spike Monument. About a half 
mile after you leave Highway 83, there is a fork in the road. Bear left, along the shore of 
the lake, past a few farms and ranches. There will be a big "No Trespassing" sign. 

But don't let that stop you; it is just warning you to stay on the main road and don't 
venture onto the private property on either side. After a few more miles, you will see the 
railroad tracks coming from Ogden. Then as you continue around the point, headed west, 
you will see the tracks continuing on across the lake toward Nevada. 


To the South, you will see the marina from where boats are still going out to salvage the 
redwood timbers from the original 1902 trestle. Huge boards and broken chunks of wood 


are scattered everywhere. 


To the West is the GSL pumping station, taking concentrated salt water from the north 
arm of the lake over to their salt plant on Little Mountain. 


Stay for the sunset, it is always beautiful. 


And remember the Tale of the Lucin.
